' I ^ HE Mouldings delineated on the Plates enclosed herewith have been compiled from 
I authentic sources, such as the South Kensington Museum and other Museums, from 
I various well-known buildings. Colleges at Oxford, Knole House, Petit Trianon, etc., 
and from well-known books of reference, such as “ Designs in Architecture ’’ by Abraham 
Swan, “ Architecture ” by the Bros. Adam, etc. 

The sections have been carefully measured and the contours are correct in outline, though 
in a few cases modifications have been necessary at the backs of the mouldings to adapt them to 
modern constructional requirements. 

The arrangement of the various mouldings on each plate has been made with a view to 
complete as far as possible the series, such as Cornice, Frieze, Dado, Skirting and Panel Moulds, 
rather than separate them. 

The numbers on the sections it will be noted, apply to the complete moulding, though 
this may be in parts, and each part is given a reference letter. 

In ordering mouldings the number and reference letter should be given, otherwise if the 
number alone is quoted it will be taken that the whole moulding is wanted. Also the kind of 
material required and number of feet run should be stated. 

Mouldings will be supplied in lengths from 8-ft. to 16-ft. and up in length, unless special 
lengths are requested, for which a slight extra charge will be made.

NOTE. — The members of the mouldings that were sometimes carved or enriched in the old work are mostly indicated 
plain on the illustrations, but they can be supplied carved or with compo enrichments if desired, and full 
size details can be given of these enrichments on application.
